The  BYU  Senate  got  tough 
with  its  own  members  Monday 
night,  and  removed  three  ab- 
sent senators  from  their  posts 
for  non-attendance  and  admon- 
ished others  to  overcome  their 
"apathy.” 

THOSE  REMOVED  were  Roy 
Bennion,  a graduate  student  in 
physics  from  Lehi;  Jack  Reese, 
a sophomore;  and  Jim  Scoresby, 
a graduate  student  from  Iona, 
Idaho.  according  to  Dave 
Hoopes,  senate  president. 

This  is  the  first  time  such  ac- 
tion has  been  taken  against  sen- 
ators, he  said. 

NEW  SENATORS  will  be  ap- 
pointed by  class  presidents,  he 
said. 

A three-fourths  vote  was 
necessary  to  dismiss  the  sena- 
tors. 

Hoopes  also  hit  the  general 
apathy  of  senators  who  have 
failed  to  attend  important  meet- 
ings. "Only  four  of  the  25  sena- 
tors attended  the  Camp  Wil- 
liams Leadership  Workshop,”  he 
said. 

IN  OTHER  business,  Gary 
Comstock  was  approved  offi- 
cially and  unanimously  as 
ASBYU  attorney  general.  Sen- 
ate members  cited  "experience

World  news  flashes  . . . 

Russ  demand 
troop  rights 
in  W.  Berlin 

MOSCOW  (UPI)— Andrei  A. 
Gromyko,  Soviet  Foreign  Minis- 
ter, demanded  that  the  Soviet 
government  be  allowed  to  have 
its  troops  stationed  in  West  Ber- 
lin as  a part  of  any  decisions  on 
the  problem  of  that  city. 

Informed  sources  said  that 
Gromyko  made  this  demand  dur- 
ing the  talks  he  is  currently  con- 
ducting with  his  American  coun- 
terpart, United  States  Ambas- 
sador Llewellyn  E.  Thompson, 
Jr. 

Gromyko  also  is  reported  to 
have  rejected  the  Allied  propos- 
al that*  the  Autobaun  and  other 
access  routes  into  West  Berlin 
be  under  international  control. 

The  West  German  government 
has  expressed  considerably  less 
optimism  than  shown  during 
last  week’s  talks  with  the  So- 
viets. An  official  of  that  gei-- 
ernment  confirmed  Monday  that 
there  was  little  prospect  at 
present  that  the  Allies  might  en- 
ter negotiations  with  Moscow  on 
the  Berlin  problem. 


Border  activity  steps  up; 

Soviets  set  new  patrols 

BERLIN  (UPI)  — West  Ber- 
lin  police  today  reported  in- 
creased Russian  patrols  on  the 
East-West  Berlin  border. 

They  said  the  Russians  ap- 
parently had  established  a per- 
manent post  at  least  at  one  point 
on  the  border.  Western  police 
observed  a three-man  squad  of 
two  Soviet  soldiers  and  one  of- 
ficer at  the  Bornholmer  Strasse 
elevated  railway  station  on  the 
border  of  the  French  sector. 


JFK  announces  tariff  cut 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — 
President  Kennedy  announced 
today  that  the  United  States 
and  the  six  nations  of  the  Eu- 
ropean Common  Market  have 
reached  a tariff-cutting  agree- 
ment that  is  "on  the  whole  sat- 
isfactory.”

BYU's  unbeaten  wrestling 
team  is  preparing  this  week  for 
its  big  match  of  the  year 
when  they  meet  the  University 
of  Utah  Redskin  grapplers  in 
Salt  Lake  City  Saturday  at

THE  COUGARS,  just  home 
from  a successful  road  trip  in 
which  they  posted  a perfect  4-0 
won-loss  record,  are  looking  for 
their  first  mat  win  in  four 
years  against  the  Utes. 

Coach  Clint  Whitfield;  as  the 
new  head  wrestling  coach,  has 
already  equalled  last  year’s  rec- 
cord  of  five  wins  and  is  optimis- 
tic about  his  charges’  chances 
this  weekend.  He  was  pleased 
with  their  fine  showing  in  Cali- 
fornia and  has  mentioned  La- 
Grand  Smith,  Ron  Gilbert  and 
Steve  Goodsell  as  the  grapplers 
he  was  especially  high  on. 

THE  COUGARS  started  their 
winning  ways  at  the  expense  of 
San  Fernando  Valley  State  as 
they  swept  every  match  in  post- 
ing an  impressive  36-0  win.  That

Gardner,  former  all-America 
at  Utah. 

The  Gardners  were  by  no 
means  alone  in  the  contest, 
however,  as  6-4  Bob  Quinney 
kept  his  average  above  20 
points  per,  with  a 25-point 
contribution.  Colorful  Lou  An- 
drus, who  played  only  about 
two-thirds  of  the  game  be- 
cause of  personal  fouls,  totaled 
16  for  the  cause.
